Czech police arrested seventeen 
persons suspected of various anti- 
Semitic bombings in the provinces.

Catholic University Professor Tells 
Radio Audience Debt to Jewish Culture

WASHINGTON — Denouncing 
“the forces operating in our day to 
arouse racial and religious ani- 
mosities,” the Rev. Maurice S. 
Sheehy, head of the department of 
religious education of the Catholic 
University of America, this week 
saluted the Jew “as my spiritual 
ancestor” in an address over the 
Columbia Broadcasting System 
network. Dr. Sheehy, who spoke 
under the auspices of the Council 
Against Intolerance in America, his 
address being entitled “The Popes 
Condemn Anti-Semitism,” quoted 
historical facts and records to 
show that Popes, from Gregory the 
Great in the sixth century up to 
Pius XI, opposed anti-Semitism 
and sought to protect the Jews. 
Quoting the famous statement of 
Pope Pius XI in September, 1938, 
denouncing anti-Semitism and de- 
claring that “we are Semites spir- 
itually,” Dr. Sheehy offered, as an 
explanation of these words, that 
“Catholic life is enriched by and 
flowes out of the heritage of Jew- 
ish religious culture.” “As a Cath- 
olic,” the educator asserted, “I sa- 
lute the Jew as my spiritual ances- 
tor. who preserved belief in one 
God in hard, cruel times, who wor- 
shipped and still worships the true

J.D.¢. Begins Relief Work For 6,000 Jews 
Expelled By Italy Despite Promise

PARIS—More than 400 Jews 
driven across the Italian border 
at bayonet point were admitted 
to Nice, to be cared for with the 
aid of American-Jewish relief 
funds, while hundreds- more 
roamed the “no-man’s-land” hills 
begging at frontier stations for 
admission to France. Two hun- 
dred were pleading for admis- 
sion at Vintimille. Several dozens 
managed to overpower the small 
French guard and reach a bridge 
in the “‘no-man’s-land” near Men- 
ton, but they had not yet been 
admitted to Menton. Contrary to 
Paris press reports that 6,000 of 
the Jews expelled from Italy 
were in the hills, the Jewish re- 
lief committee at Nice informed 
the J. T. A. by telephone that 
only several hundreds were in 
the “no-man’s-land” area.

Wise Says Jewish 
Resistance Should 
Prevent Arab State

NEW YORK—Worn from three 
weeks on confexences during which 
the strain was oftentimes so great 
that he needed sedatives to find 
sleep at night, Dr. Stephen S. Wise 
returned last week from London to 
report that the resistance of Pales- 
tine and world Jewry would make 
it impossible for Britain to estab- 
lish an Arab state. The other two 
American Zionist delegates, Robert 
Szold and Louis Lipsky, returned 
this week. 

In an interview aboard the Queen 
Mary and later in an address to 
2,000 Zionist leaders, Dr. Wise 
made it clear that Jews would not 
cooperate in establishment of a 
state. It would not be necessary 
for the Jews to revolt, he declared 
in his address. Asked afterward 
what forms the resistance might 
take, he said it was too early for 
such details, but mentioned non- 
payment of taxes. 

Bitter in his denunciation of 
British policy on Palestine, Dr. 
Wise expressed the opinion that 
the Jews had been brought to Lon- 
don as “scenery” for a decision 
perhaps prepared in advance and 
declared he would rather see Jews 
die than live in a Palestine “ghetto.” 
But, at the same time, he cautioned 
the Zionists not to be too harsh in 
their judgment of Britain. The 
British, he said, were acting out of 
dread of the Fascist governments, 
and “I think that if England today 
were ready to meet its enemies, the 
conference would not have been 
held.” He declared: “In the con- — 
flict that is to come between Eng- 
land and the Fascist powers, we 
will give all that England may 
triumph. 

Arguing that London could take 
no just decision under the pressure 
of present circumstances, he urged 
the British government to postpone 
for a year a decision on Palestine’s 
future, meanwhile continuing Jew- 
ish immigration. He made refer- 
ence to a “grand plan” that was 
begin considered by Jews for de- 
velopment of Palestine and sur- 
rounding Arab countries, about | 
which he declared. he could not re-— 
veal more at present.

The Editor’s Chair: 

Spent Wednesday night in Koko- 
mo attending the monthly B’nai 
B’rith meeting where Sig Kling of 
the Louisville Klings, and for this 
many years head of the Standard 
Sanitary Manufacturing Company’s 
huge plant in Kokomo, rules with 
undivided agreement. If not the 
best B’nai B’rith gathering I’ve at- 
tended, the meeting certainly was 
highlighted by the best steak I’ve 
ever eaten, and by the finest com- 
meraderie I’ve seen in years. . . Al 
Segal’s “Plain Talk” this week 
minces no words. The sage of Cin- 
cinnati writes, “All this gives me 
a pain because there are so many 
mice that in many places are in the 
leadership of Israel. A Coughlin is 
already dictator over many minds 
in Israel. For a Coughlin’s sake, 
Israel is required to watch his step, 
to demean himself to intellectual 
dishonesty to please the Coughlins, 
to conceal his lights lest the Cough- 
lins object’ to the glare of the 
truth.” Good work, Segal. And to 
think 2,000 years ago the Jewish 
prophets reached the highest ethi- 
cal point ever touched by man and 
never since approached because 
they dared to speak out against in- 
justice and in behalf of mercy and 
charity and kindness and responsi- 
bility of man for man. Now when 
a Jew, or rabbi cries out for jus- 
tice, he’s immediately marked as a 
radical. . . . It’s getting so that a 
Jew won’t be able to go to syna- 
gogue because it marks him plain- 
ly as a Jew. . . . When two members 
of a daily newspaper staff claimed 
that Jews control most business, a 
friend of mine approached me for 
my copy of “Jews in America,” the 
Fortune survey of the situation of 
Jews in the United States. After 
reading the factual document which 
proves beyond doubt that Jews are 
middlemen under control of the 
financial giants of the nation, what 
do you think these two supposed to 
be unbiased newsgatherers de- 
clared? They called the Fortune 
survey Jewish controlled propa- 
ganda. And another incident. A 
very good friend of mine (still a 
good friend, if you please) is a 
leader in the Coughlin movement. 
When the General Council of Jew- 
ish Rights published the Coughlin 
pamphlet, I gave my friend a copy. 
I haven’t seen him since, but I’ll 
report to you what his reaction 
was. I fear the book will do no 
good, however. . The United 
Jewish Appeal is bragging all over 
the United States about the glor- 
ious success of Louisville’s 1939 
drive. That means everybody all 
over the United States knows the 
results of the drive, but Louisville 
Jewish people don’t.

AUTsovcs AS WAS expected, Britain again 

ignored Jewish pleas when Jews were called 
to London to add the mock appearance of justice 
to its imperialistic decision in the Palestine situa- 
tion, it is important to note the stiffened attitude 
of Jews to the British will as shown by details of 
the conference revealed by Rabbi Stephen S. Wise 
on his return to the United States. 


Not precisely for the first time, but certainly 
for the first time in that adamant tone, Jews let 
Britain know that no longer were they dealing 
with a pulpy mass of beseeching Jews, but they 
stood face to face with a determined, if resigned, 
people willing to follow to downright rebellion 
refusal of their just demands. 


Rabbi Wise, in an hour-long address in New 
York City on his return, according to the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency, spoke as follows: 


When Prime Minister Neville Chamberlain 
and members of his Cabinet received a Jewish 
delegation, David Ben Gurion caused the British 
statesmen’s eyebrows to be lifted in surprise by 
a “most unequivocal declaration” that “Great 
Britain, whatever it may will to make its de- 
cision, cannot create an independent Palestine 
state without the consent and co-operation of 
the Jewish people of Palestine.” 


During one discussion of the land sales prob- 
lem, Menachem M. Ussishkin, president of the 
Jewish National Fund, said he had in his poc- 
ket options for sale of land signed by some of 
the Arab leaders attending the conference. 
When MacDonald expressed interest and asked 


for the names of those Arabs, Mr. Ussishkin 

declined to give them. “I want to buy the land,” 

the 76-year-old Zionist leader said. 

Dr. Wise laid stress on the unity among Jews 
on Palestine and paid particular tribute to the 
British and American non-Zionists—Lord Bear- 
sted and Lord Reading, on the one hand, and 
Dr. Cyrus Adler, “Dr. (Maurice J.) Karpf and 
his associates,” on the other hand. He also laid 
emphasis on the aid given by retired Supreme 
Court Justice Louis D. Brandeis, who was among 
the American signers of a cable urging the 
Jewish delegates to remain firm. “It enabled 
us to say to Chamberlain: ‘This is what the 
greatest Jew in the world thinks,’” Dr. Wise 
declared. “The inaudible leader of the Zionists 
has now become audible. After 22 years he has 
returned to us. We claim him, and we will have 
the benefit of his wise counsel, which we voiced 
in London time and time again.” 

From England comes word that the formation 
of an independent Palestine State has been defi- 
nitely promulgated, despite the objection of world 
Jewry. Details of the plan are to be published 
this week. If the plan goes through, Jews will 
become a permanent minority under Arab rule at 
Arabs will, with immigration and decision on 
affairs of state in Arab hands. 

That is Britain yielding again, this time to 
the Arabs. Palestine Jewry and its leaders must 
now take steps to thwart this subjugation, and 
from the new Jewish attitude, it is certain that 
the stand will be a courageous one. With heads 
on high, Jews are prepared to resist to the very 
last this newest British appeasement. 


Current Comment 


The Observer of Nashville, Tenn., Hits The 
Subscription Evil——The Observer regrets its in- 
ability to respond favorably to the many requests 
for “free” copies that are received at its office 
almost daily. 

Under a generous policy, the “complimentary 
mailing list” has grown to proportions that create 
an expense item of appreciable magnitude. Con- 
sidering the fact that this weekly publication 
actually serves the organizations who request 
free copies, and gives more than libtral space to 
their activities, it would seem fair and equitable 
that they become bona fide subscribers. They pay 
for every other service they eommand. They pay 
salaries to their employees—in high places and 
low; they pay for printing, for postage, for cuts, 
for photographs and for matrices; they pay all 
and sundry . . . except the Jewish press. ... And 
yet, their tremendous expense budget is, to a con- 
siderable extent, based on the vital requirement 
to disseminate current Jewish news through 
Jewish newspapers. 

Other English-Jewish papers, in other cities, 
will, we are sure, agree with us in the attitude we 
assume. The leaders of the various organizations 
(on the other side of the question) may well con- 
sider this suggestion: There are only about 75 
Jewish newspapers in the United States. The 
average subscription cost is $2.00 per year. Why 
not dignify their relations with these newspapers 
by treating them as they do treat non-Jewish pub- 
lications? Why not say—ridiculous as the amount 
may seem—“here’s $2.00 for your generous aid 
throughout the year!”

The Modern View, of St. Louis, Is Not Satisfied 
With the Present Measures To Combat Anti- 
Semitism in The United States.—I am not satis- 
fied with the measures being taken by Jewish 
leaders for the defense of the Jewish name and 
for the dissemination of Jewish values. Where- 
ever I go, I find decent fine Americans anxious 
and eager to hear the Jewish side of the story. 
The front pages of our papers are daily filled with 
the utterances of our foes. These utterances must 
not go unchallenged. They do damage. The 
American people are fair-minded. They are ac- 
customed to discussion and to free speech. They 
are willing to listen to both sides of a story. The 
Jews of America are committing a grave mistake 
in merely allowing one side of the story to be 
heard. The anti-Semites are giving Jews and 
Judaism a unique opportunity to present their 
case before the America public. This should be 
done occasionally by non-Jews, but regularly by 


Jews. The wisest thing that any defense group 
could achieve in the American scene would be to 
send, with the co-operation of the church groups, 
the 400 rabbis of the Central Conference of Amer- 
ican Rabbis on a speaking tour to every village 
and hamlet in America to present to the Ameri- 
cans the ideals, the principles, the ambitions of 
Judaism and its synagogue, to explain to Ameri- 
cans that anti-Semitism and tyranny are linked. 

Recently, a public relations executive of a 
mammoth corporation informed me that it is his 
business and that of his large staff continuously 
to correct mistakes about his concern, and to 
publicize its contribution to American life. This 
Jews must do. This executive informed me that 
a false charge made must be answered for the 
sake of the records as well as because a charge 
unanswered seems to be a plea of guilty. 

Jews of America have a unique opportunity to 
defend themselves. Failure to do so is an act of 
criminal folly, dangerous to Jews of ‘America and 
equally dangerous to American democracy. I am 
not satisfied with the defense measures being 
taken by Jewish organizations. Perhaps the lead- 
ership of these organizations should be placed 
in the hands of younger and more energetic and 
more vigorous personalities who would combine 
caution, prudence and wisdom with action, action 
and more action.

Jaceb Lestchinsky, Head of The World Jewish 
Congress Economic Department Shows That Ger- 
man Jewry Were Classed As Proletariat.—Ger- 
man«Jewry was known among the world as a 
middle-class and upper-class group. It cannot be 
denied that the very wealthy stratum among the 
German Jews was considerable and that the well- 
to-do group was even greater. Yet, were all Jews 
in the middle-class? Let us consider the official 
figures of the German census of June, 1933, half 
a year after Hitler’s triumph. 

If we take the special section of the census re- 
port devoted to the Jewish population, published 
by the Statistical Bureau in Berlin in 1986*, we 
will find the following figure on page 26; Among 
240,487 economically active Jews, the number of 
subordinate employees was 80,559; laborers 20,- 
921; minor executives 2,275; domestic servants 
2,903. These 4 groups comprise 106,658 persons, 
or 44.4 per cent of all Jews engaged in earning 
a livelihood. We have purposely limited ourselves 
to the subordinate employees and the minor ex- 
ecutives, because those in the front rank earn 
salaries which make it impossible to class them 
with the proletariat.
